Some- 
thing about him as he was when he 
fell heir to agony and to fame, some- 
thing abont hia mode of life, his 
habits, Lis thoughts, his words—that 
ii to say, his daily life—because such 
peculiarities in their characters aro I 
omitted by biographers. Nearly eve- ' 
ry great character of history is a 
kind of great monstrosity. We know 
nothing about Washington. He is a 
steel engraving. Mo dirt of humanity 
clings to his boots. We will heat- 
about Lincoln, who lived where men 
were free and equal, and was ac- 
quainted with people, not much with 
books. Every man is in some sort a 
book. 
He lived, the poem, of the 


year—ia the fields, the woods, the 
blessed country. To him every land- 
scape was a teacher, every flower a 
lesson, every grove a fairyland. A 
country life is in itself an education. 
It gives a man the idea of home. He 
hears the rain on the roof, the rustle 
of tho breeze, the music of nature's 
fullest choral 
You have no idea 


how many men education spoils.— 
Colleges aro where brickbats are pol 
ished and diamonds dimmed. If 
Shakspeare had graduated at Oxford 
he would probably have become a 
pettifogging attorney or hypocritical 
parson. 
Lincoln's education was de- 


rived from men and things, and hence 
he had a chance to develop. He was 
a many sided man. He was smiles, 
as well ns tears. He was not afraid 
to seek for knowledge where he had 
it not 
When a man is too dignified 


to ask he ceases to learn. 
Lincoln 


was a logician. Logic is capacity. 
It is the child of a good heart and a 
good head. 
He was always honest 


with himself, 
He was an orator— 


that is, he was natural. 
If you wish 


to be sublime you must be close to 
the grass, you must sit closely to the 
hearth of human experience. Above 
the clouds it in too cold. 
The differ- 


ence between the, orator and tho mere 
elocutionist I'H nowhere better Been 
than in the speeches of Lincoln and 
Everett at Gettysburg. 
One came 


from tho heart; the other was born 
only of tho voice. Lincoln's speech 
will bo remembered forever; Ever- 
ett's no man will road. 
If you want 


to find out what a man is to the bot- 
tom, 
give him power. Every man 


can stand adversity; only a great 
man prosperity. It is the glory of 
Lincoln that he had power and never 
misused it except on the sids of mer- 
cy. Ho will be known as tho gentle 
and good. 


THE Poughkeepsie Eagle, iu an 


article on "How Mistakes Happen in 
Newspapers," figures up the number 
of type used in a newspaper the size 
of the Eaulc at 600,000—that is the 
actual number of fits of metal ar 
ranged for each newspaper for pre- 
paring a newspaper of that size for 
the press. 
We suppose few people 


think of the printing trade as one of 
the most exact and particular handi- 
crafts, but it is. In making type, 
variations that might he allowed in 
the finest machinery, would render 
type useless. It is very rarely that 
the typo furnished by two separate 
foundries can bo used together with- 
out a great deal of trouble, even 
though thoy would try to make it 
after tho standard. 
We rerd once 


in a while of a wonderful pieco of 
cabinet or mosaic work, containing 
ten, twenty arid fifty thousand pieces, 
tho maker of which has spent months, 
or even years of labor in producing 
it, and the people go to see it as a 
curiosity; but the most elaborate and 
carefully-fitted piece of work of this 
kind ever made does not compare 
for minuteness of detail and accu- 
racy of fitting, with that which the 
printer does overy day. 
The man 


who does the first is looked upon as 
a marvel of skill, and if a hundred 
of his pieces are put in wrong side 
up. or turned arouod, it is not no- 
ticed in the general effect; but if the 
printer, in fitting ten times the num- 
ber in a single day, puts one where 
another should be, or turns one tho 
wrong way, everybody sees it and is 
aiaa/ed at the "stupid carelessness of 
thi'se printers."

Wintering Celery. 


/Van If Farmer 


I wifeh to say a good word in favor 


of the plan described in your col- 
umns to feep celery in winter, by 
digging a narrow trench eighteen 
inches or more deep, or the depth of 
the height of tho plants, banking up 
the thrown out earth on each side, 
and packing tho celery in this pit, as 
close and tight as it can bs packed. 
Place some sticks across at different 
points and cover with rough boards, 
to prevent the plants from being 
crushed and smothered. 
Now cover 


with leaves, asparagus tops and loose 
trash raked up, in the ground to the 
depth of three or four feet, or more, 
to keep out frost.

The third and fourth officers 
and 


second engineer were saved. 


The survivors describe the moment 


of the sinking as a terrible one. The 
air was filled with tho cries of tho 
drowning, hundreds of whom re 
maiaed floating a short time until 
benumbed by the «old water. 
In a 


few minutes all was over. 


Of the women on board tke Cim- 


bria only three were saved. One of 
them was a young Polish girl, who 
was on her way to join her parents 
in America, with her aunt, who 
drowned before her eyes. 


Another girl saved 
herself by 


holding fast to the edge of the boat. 
She could only bo dragged into it 
after an hour and a half's immer- 
sion. 
Up to tho last moment tho 


survivors endeavored to rescue all 
they could, but as silence came on 
they found no more alive, but only 
met occasionally with the bodien of 
thn drowned. 
Of the eight boats of 


the Cimbria only four could be low- 
ered. In answer to telegraphic in- 
quiries at Borkum and Norkeny, tho 
reply received was: "No further res- 
cues are known." At those places 
there has been some feeling ex- 
pressed against the officers of tho 
Sultan. 
A reporter who went on 


board complains that he could not 
extract any explanation from tho of- 
ficers or crew, who all observed rigid 
silence in reference to the questions 
ho put. Christian Bohm and Joseph 
Guots, Americans, are missing. Thp

and in a few seconds the crash came. 
Over we went, and a thousand splin- 
ters and pieces of debris completely 
buried us. As quickly as possible I 
was on my feet, working to make an 
exit through the masses under which 
we were buried, to save myself and 
other occupants of the train. Every- 
where I found myself hemmed in by 
masses of wreckage. 
My wife, I 


think, was killed by the first shock, 
as her hands were cold when I touch- 
ed her, and my calls remained unan- 
swered. I cleared a passage way 
along the hog chains for some 1? 
feet, till I reached the place where 
Miss Squires was imprisoned. I heard 
her scream for succor. She told me 
she was not injured, but merely una- 
blo to get out of the window. 
The 


flames began breaking through where 
I was working, and I was driven 
back to where I knew no hope for 
escape existed, and retreated merely 
to avoid a fiery death. I went back 
to my wife for the fourth time, and 
now could only grasp her hair. Again 
and again I called to her for one 
sign of life, but all to no purpose. 
The gases and flames now drove me 
from her side, and, as a last resort, I 
buried myself in the debris. 
When 


hope had left me, men who were 
working from outside, suddenly and 
accidentally, came upon me and drew 
half of my body out, and there I be- 
came lodged? our combined effort* 


proving unavailing to free me from 
the debris. 
Finally I succeeded in 


dropping through a hole made for 
me by tho rescuers. I was the only 
one who ever reached the light of 
day from under that heap of ruins.

IN THE WHEELBB CASE. 


During yesterday afternoon Dr. Wai- 


stem's cross-examination was concluded 
and Dr. S. J. Bumstead testified at length 
as to the post-mortem examination ot the 
body of Estella Bisley. 


JUDGE SMITH'S DECISION. 


After the conclusion of the cross-exam- 


imtion of Dr. Bnmstead thia moroing, 
the People desired to submit the testi- 
mony of Kirs. Terbnns to the jury. And 
thereupon Judge Smith gave his decision 
upon the admissability of the evidence 
which was objected to on Friday by the 
counsel for the defendant The Judge 
cited a number of authorities and com- 
ments of higher courts bearing on the 
points, aud gave it as bis best judgment, 
after examining carefully all the books 
affecting the point, of which he had any 
knowledge, that the evidence should go 
to the jury as 


STELLA'S DYINO STATEMENT. 


Tho jury then resumed their chairs in 


tho box and Mrs. Tcrhune was placed on 
the witness stand. The lady is a daughter 
of A. T. Bisley and a sister of the deceased. 
Tho direct examination was conducted by 
Hugh Crea, and each question he put to 
tho witness was objected to by the de- 
fendant's counsel. Below is the sub- 
stauco of Mra. Terhuno's testimony which 
goes to tho jury as Miss Kisley's dying 
statement, and is admitted as competent 
evidence: 


Between one and two o'clock on the 


afternoon preceding tho evening that 
Stella died, she stated to witness that she 
would be a corpse by 8 o'clock ; that Dr.

her ether that moicing ; that she felt all 
torn to pieces, and could shoot down 
Wheeler as she would a cur dog. The 
witness also testned that Stella was to 
all appearances in her right mind at the 
time above stated, but she was in great 
agony. 


Before tho cross-examination tvaa com- 


menced Mr. Buckingham oflered a mo- 
tion that tho evidence just given be ex- 
cluded from tho jury. The motion was 
instantly overruled and tho defendant's 
counsel proceeded to interrogate the wit- 
ness with special reference to the time of 
the nbovo given conversation and tho i 
condition of the deceased. 


Upon the reasse-mbling of court this 


afternoon the People placed Dr. Ira N. 
Barnes on £tho stand, who gave expert 
testimony. IIo is being cross-examined 
by Judge Nelson as wo go to proas.
